The general increase in vehicle performance, togethet 
with the desire to reduce accident has also helped KX 
increase road excited body noise in at least two ways. First, 
a road wheel cannot be used to control the car unless it is 
in contact with the road; to this end vehicle suspensions 
have been considerably improved, but in effecting 
improvements it has often been necessary to increase the 
number of attachment points between the sprung and 
unsprung mass, over and above those formerly required to 
attach a beam axle and a pair of leaf springs to a chassis 
Therefore, there is an increase in the number of paths 
through which noise can travel to the main structural mas

Parliamentary Classic 


YOADS and road safety again held the 
attention of the House of Com 

mons recently. A Conservative resolution 
moved by Mr. Harmar Nicholls—-that the 
Government should expand its road pro 
gramme—was carried; but it was clear that 
little hope could be held out of a more 
extensive road programme being adopted 

Better roads would improve industrial 
‘fficiency and road safety—Mr. Nicholls 
llustrated his statement by quoting com 
parative figures: there were now five 
vehicles on the roads for every three in 
1939; and every mile of British roads no 
carried 26 motor vehicles. If the situation 
did not improve, even more accidents 
would occur, and a traffic doldrums could 
paralyse the country. If it was impossible 
to finance the expenditure out of revenue 
Mr. Nicholls thought the Treasury should 
raise it by other means, such 1 loan 
If the road standard did not drop below 
1 safe level surfaces could be utility and 
they could dispense with some of the 
refinements such as kerbs 

Recalling the estimated expenditure for 
1954-55, Mr. Hugh Molson, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Transport, 
replied that the Government did not think 


a more extensive programme of construc- 
tion and maintenance would be wise at 
present. If all the implications of a loan 
were considered, its impossibilities would 
be appreciated. Another drawback to en- 
larging the road programme was _ that 
labour would be drawn away from other 
work of equal, if not greater, importance

MARK VI EDITION WITH A NEW ENGINE AND DETAIL BODY MODIFICATIONS: 
OVERDRIVE TRANSMISSION 


HERE is a large measure of family 
likeness among the various cars 
produced by the Rootes Group; 

each basic type is different, each car is 
also very good of its kind, yet most of the 
models utilize some components that are 
common to more than one car. This 
policy of standardization is to be encour- 
aged, and unless it is adopted there is little 
benefit to be gained in the formation of 
large companies which embrace what was, 
in the past, a number of small companies. 
There is little justification in building two 
completely different power units that are 
of a similar capacity when one basic unit 
can be used, with perhaps alternative 
cylinder heads and manifolds, to produce 
the desired power characteristics. The 
rationalization of basic components not 
only enables first cost to be reduced, but 
also simplifies servicing by reducing the 
number of different spare parts that are 
required in order to cover the range of 
cars. 


Larger Brakes 


With the introduction of the Mark VI 
Hawk the Rootes Group have extended 
their policy of standardization one stage 
further, and at the same time they have 
considerably increased the ormance of 
the car by replacing the side-valve engine 
with a new overhead-valve unit which has 
a number of basic components similar to 
those used in the Sunbeam-Talbot, and 
of the same cubic capacity as the side- 
valve engine. Other modifications include 
larger brakes to cope with the improved 
performance, improvements in the sus- 
pension, increasing the passenger space 
in the rear compartment, and altering the 
rear-end body styling. 

The power unit is a straightforward 
design; it has four cylinders, a fairly long 
stroke, overhead valves and a single down- 


draught carburettor. The cylinder block 
and crankcase are a one-piece casting, and 
the lower face of the crank chamber 
extends 34in below the centre line of the 
crankshaft. The crank chamber is 
stiffened by the web which supports the 
centre main bearing, and, im fact, decides 
the lower portion of the block. Water 
passages extend down the complete length 
of the bores, although there is no water 
space between the two pairs of bores. The 
camshaft is located on the right of the 
cylinder block, and a detachable plate, 
similar to that used on a side-valve engine 
to gain access to the tappets, closes the 
left side of the block. On this design a 
detachable cover is uecessary to enable the 
tappets to be put into position, as they will 
not pass down through the push rod holes 

The forged steel crankshaft has three 
main bearings of 2}in diameter and integ-

ral balance weights om each side of the 
centre main on the insides of the 
front and rear main bearings. There is 
no overlap between the main and big- 
end journals. The shaft is supported by 
steel-backed white metal bearings which 
are 1.7in long except at the rear, where 
the length is 2.13in; end location is pro- 
vided by thrust washers fitted on each 
side of the rear main bearing, which mate 
with the flanges on the shaft, the rear 
one also acting as an oil thrower. A re- 
duced diameter at the front end of the 
shaft is provided for the attachment of the 
timing chain sprocket and the pulley to 
drive the auxiliaries; these are held in 
place by the starter dog. 

In common with the Sunbeam-Talbot 
engine, the Hawk has forged light alloy 
connecting rods with big-ends split and 
bolted together in the normal way. Owing

to the different co-efficients of expansion 
of the material used for the rods and for 
the crankshaft it is necessary to provide 
a certain amount of interference between 
the bearing shell and the rod, and to ten- 
sion the connecting rod bolts to a torque 
spanner rating of 29]Ib ft to prevent exces- 
sive clearance when the connecting rod is 
at working temperature. The little-end 


bearing has a conventional bush to sup- 
port the fully floating gudgeon pin, which 
is held in place in the T-slotted pistons by 
circlips. Initially, each piston is fitted 
with three rings, two compression and 
one scraper ring, all above the gudgeon 
pin boss. An additional ring groove is 
provided below the gudgeon pin boss so 
that an extra oil control ring can be fitted

The 
ignition coil is also 
mounted on the engine, 
above the fuel pump. 
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if necessary after the engine has covered 
a considerable mileage. 

The forged steel camshaft, like the 
crankshaft, is carried in three bearings, the 
front and rear being detachable, while the 
centre bearing is machined directly in the 
cylinder block. A duplex chain wansmits 
the drive from the crankshaft. Hollow 
cast-iron tappets operate directly in the 
block casting and are chilled on their 
lower faces. The top ends of the tappets 
are cupped to receive the ball ends of the 
tubular push rods, the upper ends of the 
rods being cupped in the normal way. 


Combustion Chambers 


The combustion chambers are inverted 
“bath tub” shape and the valves are 
placed side by side in the head. The 
chamber is roughly symmetrical about the 
bore centre line so that the top face of 
the head overlaps the piston on both sides, 
providing a certain amount of “ squish.” 
Both inlet and exhaust ports have smooth 
contours, and ample water space is pro- 
vided all round the ports and sparking 
plug bosses, which are on the left side of 
the head. The inlet ports have a throat 
diameter of 1.52in, and the exhaust 1.25in. 
Two springs are used to close each valve 
and these are held in place by split col- 
lets; separate ports are provided for all 
the valves. 

To locate the inlet manifold, tubular 
dowels are provided on two of the inlet 
ports. Inlet and exhaust manifolds are 
bolted together, a thermostatically con- 
trolled hot-spot being thus provided; dur- 
ing the warming-up period the exhaust 
gas is deflected around the outside of the 
bottom portion of the induction manifold 
riser. As the engine warms up heat causes 
a bi-metal spring to operate a flap valve, 
the exhaust gases then being directed 
straight out through the exhaust manifold. 


Lubrication 


A vertical shaft from the camshaft 
drives the ignition distributor, and its 
lower end operates the double-gear type 
of oil pump. Oil from the sump is drawn 
up through a floating filter and dis- 
charged via drillings in the block to the 
main oil gallery on the right of the 
engine, Additional drillings house the 
relief valve, which has a return duct to 
the sump. From the main gallery lubri- 
cant passes to the three main bearings, 
while drillings in the crankshaft convey 
the oil to the connecting rods. Cross 
drillings lubricate the camshaft bearings, 
and a bleed from the camshaft rear bear- 
ing conveys oil to the by-pass filter. A 
bleed from the front main bearing supply 
lubricates the timing chain. Flats on the 
front camshaft journal provide an inter- 
mittent oil supply to the overhead valve 
gear. This is conveyed by an external 
pipe to diagonal drillings in the cylinder 
head, which feed oil to the two short 
hoHow rocker shafts; these are cross- 
drilled to lubricate the rockers, and the 
rockers in turn are provided with drillings 
to lubricate the push rods. 

The cooling system has a pump which 
is belt driven from the crankshaft and 
pumps coolant into a tube in the cylinder 
head; this is cross-drilled so that jets of 
water impinge around the ports and 
sparking plug bosses. The coolant returns 
through the front of the head, past the 
thermostat chamber to the top of the 
radiator. An additional drilling connects 
the thermostat housing with the imtake 
side of the pump, and when the thermo- 
stat is closed the coolant is circulated 
around the head. The water around the 
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bores is half-stagnant, although there are 
a number of communicating passages in 
the top face of the cylinder block and 
lower face of the head. 

No changes have been made to the 
basic layout of the transmission, which 
consists of a dry single-plate clutch and 
a four-speed and reverse gear box (with 
synchromesh on top, third and second 
gears) transmitting the drive via an open 
propeller-shaft to the half-floating 
hypoid rear axle. Detail modifications 
have been made to the clutch operating 
mechanism, which now has a mechanical 
compensating device to ensure that move- 
ment of the power unit on its mountings 
is not transmitted back to the clutch 
pedal. Two optional items of specifica- 
tion available are an alternative axle ratio 
of 4.22 to 1 for export cars and a Laycock- 
de Normanville overdrive unit; this is 
solenoid operated and controlled manually 
by an additional lever on the right-hand 
side of the steering column. It can be 
brought in only when the car is in top 
gear, and is used with the axle ratio of 
4.55 to 1; the overall ratio when overdrive 
is engaged is 3.54 to 1. 

To reduce the general noise level the 
rear end of the power unit has additional 
rubber mountings. There are two be-

tween the rear of the transmission unit 
and the cross member, while further 
rubber mountings are placed at the ends 
of this cross member where it is attached 
to the frame. Rubber blocks are placed 
between the top of the front suspension 
coil springs and their housings to break 
up a metallic path which might transmit 
road excited noises back to the structural 
members of the car. Insulating material 
is also placed on the underside of the 
bonnet. 


Front Anti-roll Bar 


To improve the general stability the 
anti-roll bar has been moved from the 
rear to the front suspension. The 
hydraulically operated brakes have two 
leading shoes at the front, and leading 
and trailing shoes at the rear. All brake 
drums are 10in in diameter and 2}in wide 
compared with 9in by ljin on the pre- 
vious Hawk. This increase in size re- 
sults in a total brake lining area of 172 
sq in compared with 122 sq in for the 9in 
diameter brakes. 

Externally very little change has been 
made, although a number of detail modi- 
fications have taken place, particularly at 
the rear end of the body, where the rear 
wing pressings have been restyled. The 
wing line has been raised so that the 


ends of the wings, in fact, form small 
fins, the extreme rear portion ending in 
the lighting arrangement, combined rear 
and stop light, direction indicator lights, 
and a built-in reflector. Reversing lights 
can be supplied for the Hawk as an 
optional extra. 

The width of the rear seat has been 
increased by reducing the size of the in- 


ternal wheel arch pressings; all other , 


internal dimensions are unchanged. 

In addition to the standard Hawk 
saloon, a touring limousine is also avail- 
able, but unlike most limousines the 
Hawk does not have a fixed front seat, a 
drawback which may result in the car 
being comfortable for only one size of 
driver. This has been overcome by build- 
ing a division and surrounding frame on 
to the front seat back rest, allowing the 
seat, complete with the division, to be 
moved to and fro to provide adjustment.

» racing make the annual pilgrimage to the 


town on the River Sarthe (which gives 
its name alike to the district and the 
circuit), by car, coach, motor cycle, train 
and boat, aircraft—even bicycle or 
hitch-hiking—to watch the race from 
start to finish and return, tired but 
happy, with sufficient food for thought 
and conversation to last them for many 
subsequent weeks. Every year, for at 
least a week, the town goes nearly mad 
with excitement (and congestion), with 
every hotel room booked for months in 
advance and many people constrained to 
stay anywhere within a_ twenty-mile 
radius or more. 

This year, the race gives every promise 
of being as exciting as ever. In the 
history of the event, the straightforward 
contest for the longest distance covered 
in the 24-hours—the G.P. d’Endurance— 


has been won eight times by Britain, 
seven times by France, five times by 
Italy and once by Germany. Tomorrow 
and Sunday will see whose score will 
be increased in 1954; it is unlikely, per- 
haps, to be Germany’s, in the absence 
of the Mercedes team (although the new 
14-litre Porsches are remarkably fast for 
their size), but it could be any of the 
other three, not to mention the U.S.A. 
Both in 1951 and again last year, the 
race was won by a Jaguar, the only 
British marque to score since the war. 
Can they do the hat-trick? On the face 
of it, they have an excellent chance, for 
the new cars (described in The Autocar 
of May 7) are faster and lighter than 
their predecessors, and recent tests on 
the Le Mans circuit have shown them 
to be easily capable of breaking the 
existing lap record. But nothing can

ever be certain in motor racing—and 
twenty-four hours is a very long time. 
But they will try their utmost; many of 
the mechanical features of the new cars 
(still 34-litre six-cylinders, the twin- 
o.h.c. engines developing probably just 
over 250 b.h.p.) are already well proven, 
and all the team drivers know the 
circuit well—four of the six, in fact, have 
been in winning cars! 

The David Brown organization was 
represented in the original entry list by 
three Aston Martins and two Lagondas, 
the latter with entirely new 4}-litre 
V-twelve twin-o.h.c. engines developing 
some 290 b.h.p. However, only one of 
the Lagondas will run, and in its stead 
the organizers have accepted a fourth 
Aston Martin—an interesting entry, this, 
as it is a supercharged version of the 
DB3S. The six-cylinder twin-o.h.c. 
engine (with single ignition and six plugs) 
has been fitted with a Wade supercharger 
giving 9-10 Ib boost, and develops around 
250 b.h.p. at maximum r.p.m. Even more 
important than an increase in maximum 
power is the flatter power curve, with 
a considerable percentage increase in 
power in the middle range. 

Two more Aston Martins are the 
coupé versions of the DB3S which first 
appeared at Silverstone last month; both 
of these have the new dual ignition, 
twelve-plug, cylinder head. The output 
of the 3-litre engine in this unsuper- 
charged form is now up to 229 b.h.p. 
The remaining Aston is American 
Carroll Shelby’s open DB3S with single 
ignition with which he took second place 
in the recent sports car race at Aintree; 
his co-driver at Le Mans will be the

rising Belgian star, Paul Frére. All these 
cars, both Lagonda and Aston Martin, 
have similar chassis with trailing-link 
ifs. and a de Dion rear axle layout; 
likewise they all have Girling drum 
brakes with the latest type of automatic 
adjuster, those on the Lagonda being 
13in diameter by 3in wide at the front 
and 12in by 2}in at the rear; the Aston 
Martin equivalent sizes are 13in by 2'in 
and 12in by 2}in. 

The three 2-litre Type 450 Bristols 
are basically similar to the cars which 
ran last year. The rear suspension has 
been modified slightly, the aerodynamic 


body smoothed off and the depth of the 
channel between the rear stabilizing fins 
reduced, and the engine developed to 
give still more power. The three Frazer- 
Nashes which will be their British rivals 
in the 2-litre class are all privately owned 
cars; the coupé (owned by S. Redwood) 
which won the class last year will this 
year be driven by Maurice Gatsonides 
and Marcel Becquart. Another coupé 
is that of Sture Nottorp from Sweden 
(which ran in the last Mille Miglia), 
while the third is the Le Mans car of 
R. F. Peacock (who will be partnered by 
G. A. Ruddock), which has now been 
fitted with an all-enveloping body of the 
Targa Florio Frazer-Nash type 
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LE MANS TOMORROW 


Then there are the two 1,100 c.c. 
Kiefts, one the new car described in last 
week’s issue, powered by the Coventry 
Climax single o.h.c. engine and driven 
by A. Rippon and W. B. Black, the other 
an M.G.-engined version (A. P. Hitchings 
and G. Trouis). Finally, as far as the 
British entries are concerned, come two 
reserves now admitted to the list by 
cancellations; N. H. Mann’s Aston 
Martin DB3, his co-driver being veteran 
Charles Brackenbury, and the other the 
sole Triumph TR2 entered by Edgar 
Wadsworth. 

Most formidable among the Continental 
challengers must surely be the Ferrari 
team; two 4.9-litres, one 4.5-litre and one 
3-litre, a comprehensive selection! In ad- 
dition there will be another 3-litre entered

by Luigi Chinetti; but as he is already 
nominated as driver of one of the Oscas 
the drivers of the Ferraris have still to be 
settled. Three French 4}-litre Talbots 
are also engaged, and it must not be for- 
gotten that Levegh, in one of these, was 
unlucky not to win the race in 1952. Also 
from France come the very fast six- 
cylinder twin-o.h.c. Gordinis, one with a 
3-litre engine, the other two with 2.5- 
litres which will unquestionably be very 
exciting and may now share the new- 
found reliability of their Grand Prix 
counterparts. 

The Maseratis are somewhat dark 
horses at present; theoretically, two of 
them should be of the 2.5-litre  six- 
cylinder type with de Dion rear axle lay- 


out, the prototype of which started in the 
Mille Miglia but retired almost at once. 
The third car is one of the well tried and 
very fast 2-litres, similar to that driven in 
British events by Salvadori. The Oscas 
are of the proven 14-litre and 1,100 cc. 
types; but the Porsches, their chief 14- 
litre rivals, are very fast, being of the new 
Type 550 with twin-o.h.c. engines. 
Finally, on handicap, a considerable 
challenge will undoubtedly be put up by 
the small French Renault, Panhard and 
D.B. cars, the works-entered teams of the 
two latter marques being the most formid- 
able opponents. It must be remembered 
that Panhard-powered cars have between 
them shared the victory on handicap for 


the last four years—although an Aston 
Martin did tie for first place on one 
occasion! 

This year additional spectator facilities 
include an extension of the public en- 
closure from the grandstand area almost 
down to White House Corner, and the 
construction of the “ Village 24 Heures” 
behind the pits. This contains everything 
from a dance floor with Parisian band, 
with mannequin parades of the latest 
fashions and stall selling the best French 
perfumes, down to the humble tobaccon- 
ist’s kiosks and . . . a special post office at 
which may be bought Le Mans stamps 
and (from 8 p.m. on Saturday) postcards 
depicting the start of this year’s race!

HEN the loudspeaker had finished aw —2 Bp, 
telling us that this Targa Florio a EP 
race was the slowest in the world, SE 
and the slowest because it was the most yes 
difficult and the most dangerous, we 
moved down the road to where the 
individual starts were being made. A 
massed race start may have a momentary 
theatrical effect, but it robs the spectator 
of the opportunity of judging the drivers 
individually, and of forming an opinion 
of how they will react when brought face 
to face with the difficulties of the road 
circuit, The 40 for this year’s round- 
Sicily race, forming a broken line up to 
the starting position, were of a most varied 
mature. There were tried veterans with 
all the strength of the Lancia, Maserati, 
Osca or Ferrari organizations behind 
them. There were local enthusiasts of 
sufficient financial standing to purchase a 
sports model (or enough ingenuity to hot- 
up some car never designed for speed), 
whose lack of experience was compensated 
for by a burning enthusiasm. While they 
never hoped to win the three million lire 
first prize, and the coveted “Targa,” they 
most of them cherished the hope that at 
the end of the day they would able to 
say, “I won the Targa Florio,” adding, 
sotto voce, “750 c.c. class.” The Medi- 
terranean sun tends to create illusions. 
At intervals of one minute the wicker 
gates were swung open and a car was 
admitted to the starting line, where the 
official, stop-watch in hand, brought his 
lips close to the ear of the driver and 
counted off the seconds. He knew full 
well that before he had reached the word 
“Via” there would be violent wheelspin Atmosphere for racing: a hot Sicilian sun, flower-festooned grandstands, and the 
and the car would shoot away with one excitement of the southern temperament.

to two seconds in hand. The less chance 
he had of capturing an important prize 
the more prodigal the competitor was of 
rubber. Castellotti, one of the two Lancia 
champions, with a magnificent 3,300 c.c. 
open model gleaming a_ well-prepared 
flaming red, reverently made the sign of 
the Cross, adjusted his goggles and cheated 
the starter of at least two seconds. 


Il Maestro 


After an open 2,500 Ferrari, driven by 
Minzoni, had been sent away, there fol- 
lowed the hairy Tramontana in a closed 
Lancia. And then the great Taruffi came 
up with the second of the vicious-looking 
Lancias. Signora Taruffi leaned forward 
and kissed her husband; the timekeeper 
took up his position and with amazing 
rapidity the Lancia sprang into action, 
the complete absence of wheelspin indica- 
ting the consummate driver. So rapidly 
did Taruffi get away that an official had 
only just time to seize an enterprising 
photographer by the arm and swing him 
out of danger, while his camera described 
an arc across the road. And then, having 
saved the man’s life, he proceeded, with 
raised arm and in true prophetic style, to 
condemn him to all the terrors of pur- 
gatory. 

These tail-enders amongst the starters, 
the big cars with engines of 2,000 to more 
than 3,000 c.c., were by far the most 
interesting. Maserati had sent four very 
smart six-cylinder models, each with three 
dual carburettors and dual ignition, and 
with a works staff to back them; Lancia 
were basing their hopes on Castellotti and 
Taruffi in the six-cylinder 3,300 open 
sports models, but with three 2,500 c.c. 
closed cars to back them up. In this 
class, too, came a lone Jaguar, its owner 
and driver Vella having the reputation of 
being fou, in the racing driver sense, bien 
entendu. As his car bore 1953 New 
Jersey registration numbers, it was obvious 
that he had no factory connections. 
Finally it was Biondetti’s turn in the sleek 
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3,000 c.c. Ferrari—a combination quite 
capable of winning. 

But this was not the last car to take 
the road, for there followed a Fiat 1100 
saloon, carrying the numbers 000, with 
The Autocar representative and a photo- 
grapher aboard. Perhaps because it was 
three times nothing, the public, in the 
mile stretch beyond the grandstands, 
showed their contempt by straying on to 
the road, notwithstanding the fact that 
driver Camarata had his foot right down 
and was taking the innumerable bends as 
if reluctant to let the fleeing Biondetti out 
of his sight. 

One of the advantages of taking part in 
a race without competing in it is that it 
gives wonderful opportunities for obserya- 
tion, extending, beyond the road profile 
which rivets the attention of the driver, 
to the spectators, the fortified village across 
the valley on the right and the cubist vil- 
lage of Cerda, the natives of which were 
forbidden, for this one and only day dur- 
ing the year, to wander along their own 
long, straight main street. Youths perched 
precariously on the roofs; dark-eyed sig- 
norinas energetically waved multi-coloured 
shawls; sleek mules were safely tethered 
in the hedgeless fields. A picturesque 
local, perched on a rock, was transmitting 
with his hands and his arms the unmis- 
takable message, “Now hit it up, boys; 
just a bit more effort and—perhaps—you 
will catch him—forza! ” 


Passenger 


All that is necessary to enjoy the scene 
is to use the legs correctly for shoring 
up the body, to have a hand ready to 
correct a too-violent lateral movement, 
and to have complete confidence in the 
skill of the driver as he swings around the 
bends with a protesting screech from the 
tyres and a tattoo of flying gravel on the 
underside. There was time, in fact, to 
look directly down on Cerda; so close, it 
appeared, that one might have jumped on 
any selected roof. The climb continued,

the skyline was reached and the road 
plunged down into the deep valley in 
which the dried-up river bed curled. 

The pack would be coming soon and 
it was time to stop and make observations. 
From high above us came the ear-splitting 
sound of a twin-cylinder, and there was 
no doubt that it was the air-cooled 
B.M.W. twin used in the special car 
driven by Placido. First to start, it was 
the first to go past. Then came Nardi 
No. 10, which had passed a 750 Renault 
saloon, and La Peduzzi (Madama Anna 
Maria Peduzzi) in a Stanguellini. Despite 
a bad crash last year, this lady driver had 
not hesitated to try her luck again. 


Local Lads 


Most thrilling of all were the half-dozen 
Fiat 1100 TVs. Driven by local cham- 
these 
turismo-velocita Fiats were standard 
saloons, though generally with an extra 
tank in the locker, which, having no 
chance to win the Targa, were driven 
with the utmost abandon. Their tyres 
shrieked in protest at the strains imposed 
on them, their closed bodies heeled over 
until one wondered if, in a moment of 
driver inattention, they might not topple 
over the precipice. It was a wonderful 
vantage point: we saw them appear on 
the skyline, emerging from behind a road- 
man’s red hut; they passed in front of 
us, wriggling their way down to the 
stream bed, passing over the bridge, then 
zig-zagging their way up the opposite 
side of the divide in full observation for 
three to five minutes. Five of these Fiats, 
having started at one-minute intervals, 
were in close formation, closing up on 
one another along the ledges, having to 
drop back on the turns, but attacking 
each other again until, finally, and with 
an exultation we could almost feel, one 
succeeded in edging ahead, or in making 
a daring dash through when the leader 
hesitated on a hairpin. 

But the great interest lay in the profes- 
sionals. own timing showed that 
after one-and-a-half of the eight laps had 
been covered the 2-litre Maserati driven 
by Musso was in the lead, followed by 
Cabianca, factory-backed in .the new 
1,500 c.c. Osca, but hard-pressed by 
Castellotti in the 3,300 c.c. Lancia. 
Taruffi in the sister car was in fourth 
position. If they were less hair-raising 
than the smaller machines—the drivers 
taking the bends without tyre screech, 
sometimes snaking a little as they came 
out but accelerating away with a steady 
surge of power—these four drivers pro- 
vided excellent examples of skilled corner- 
ing 


pions (or would-be champions), 


Every Italian is a master of two lan- 
guages. One he speaks with his tongue, 
the other with his hands and his eyes 
Baron Mario Camarata, at the wheel of 
our Fiat, was just as eloquent with the 
latter as he was fluent with the former 
In the intervals between flicking the gear 
lever from top to third, then down to 
second and back through the box again, 
he said, “ Look there; just a bit too fast 
—a little skid—and you hesitate on the 
edge; you totter; you roll over. And you 
go like a barrel until a rock at the bottom 
tells you to stop.” 

Another few movements of the hand 
meant, in prosaic language, “ If the brakes 
should fail here, you will hit the vertical 
wall, but you will not make any impres- 
sion on the rock.” 


Vantage-point 


On a ledge, with a cactus-lined cliff on 
the right, a wall and then a sheer drop 
on the left, nature had provided a mass 
of rock, probably sixty feet high, to which 
the focals had climbed and erected a 
shelter. From this natural grandstand 
they had, at their feet, a right-angle bend, 
a view into the valley on their left, with 
the winding road up which the cars were 
climbing, and on their right another road 
which seemed to throw itself despairingly 
into the abyss. A black line across the 
road just before the right-angle bend told 
the story of some driver who had 
realized, alarmingly late, that he must re- 
duce speed here and had succeeded in

Things were happening Castellotti 
had set up a high speed with the big 
Lancia, going round the circuit in 46 
min 232 sec, equal to 57.8 miles per 
hour. This was to stand as the fastest 
for the day. After, he hit a boundary 
stone. Coming into the pits, he changed 
the left front wheel and set off again, but 
the blow had damaged the steering arm 
and he had to abandon his car by the 
roadside Cabianca’s hopes vanished 
when he shed a tooth from the crown 
wheel of his Osca. Manzon, the well- 
known French driver who had been 
entrusted with one of the smaller Lancias 
(a red saloon, the top of which had been 
painted white as a protection against the 
sun), was climbing the hill above Cerda 
In taking a bend just a trifle too fast, he 
began to slide on all four wheels. There 
was no protection on the outer edge, with 
the result that the car toppled over and 
rolled down the embankment a distance of 
thirty feet. Manzon was able to climb 
out unaided, with nothing more serious 
than bruises, but the Lancia was in a 
pitiful condition. 

Back at the pits a number of wrecks 
had been collected. Most of them were 
small cars belonging to budding local 
champions One of these refused to

accept his fate philosophically, but 
declared to all who cared to listen that if 
this or that had not happened he would 
be back on the road, fighting it out with 
the great champions.

“ Macchina,” went up the cry and the 
group dissolved to cluster around a car 
which had come in for attention, and to 
give a helping hand if at all possible. The 
rule seemed to be that everybody was 
entitled to assist in pitwork, enthusiasm 
taking the place of order. On the road 
the same spirit prevailed, the different 
drivers being encouraged by signs painted 
across the road surface, or on the face of 
rocks where these were available, and 
which might be translated, “Hit it up, 
Taruffi,’ “Cheers for Biondetti,” “Long 
live Ferrari,” and so forth. 


Duel 


Although half of the original forty had 
disappeared, the pace did not slacken, nor 
did interest diminish, for the contest 
between Lancia and Maserati was particu- 
larly keen. Piero Taruffi, engineer and 
strategist, was playing a well-designed 
game, which kept him out of the first 
position until nearly half-distance had 
been covered; then he got the advantage 
over Musso’s Maserati by a matter of 
six seconds. So the real fight was on 
between veteran Taruffi and the youthful 
Musso—Lancia and Maserati. 

But the youngster was at a physical 
disadvantage for he had eaten unwisely the 
night before. His head began to swim, 
the road became a maze, and the hot 
Sicilian sun scorched down upon him. 
Three times he had to slacken speed to

be sick, but no thought of abandoning 
occurred to him. From six seconds his 
loss increased to 68, then 2 minutes 30 
seconds with only two more laps to go. 

But anything can happen in the Targa 
Florio. Did not Taruffi lose the race last 
year, when he crashed with only thirty 
miles to cover and with a substantial lead 
to his credit? Well informed from the 
main pits and from two subsidiary stations 
in the mountains having radio connection 
with headquarters, Taruffi realized that he 
could play safe on these last two laps— 
the last 80 miles—and his pace slackened 
a little. It might be the slowest race in 
the world, and, indeed, the record lap at 
just over 57 miles an hour appeared to 
prove it. Nevertheless, the eight laps of 
the Madonie circuit were covered in 44 
minutes 27 seconds less than they had 
ever been covered before. On the straight 
by the side of the sea, a distance of prac- 
tically five miles, Taruffi was declared to 
have covered the flying kilometre at an 
average of 157.5 miles an hour. As the 
final drive was low to suit the mountains, 
and as there was no overdrive fifth 
to take advantage of this short portion, 
the speed appears too high for ready 
acceptance; but it bears the stamp of 
officialdom. 
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The best combination of car and driver 
won the race. The six-cylinder Maseratis 
appeared to be equal to the Lancias des- 
pite the difference in displacement, the 
one being in the 2,000 c.c. class and the 
other having 3,300 c.c. But Musso, 2 
very promising youngster, was not im a 
physical condition to tackle the hardened 
Taruffi, and the other Maserati drivers 
were not equal to the task. 


Toll of the Circuit 


Castellotti, another promising youngster, 
was a victim of his impetuosity. On a 
circuit of this nature, with several hundred 
tricky if not dangerous corners, with 
gradients so varied that gear changes have 
to be made every few minutes, and where 
brakes are subjected to a punishment un- 
known anywhere else in the world—under 
such conditions the best can be excused 
a momentary error of judgment. Biondetti, 
with the 2,715 c.c. Ferrari, did not appear 
to have the car suitable for the conditions, 
for he was never able to take the lead, 
and fifth place, though less than a minute
